The 
witness aMkcil (Jovernor l-'oraker how he 
obtaiiie<l tlu- paper, and tlie latter re- 

glied tiiat li. (i. Wood had given it to 
im. ThfV liad some conversation pre- 
Tious to tliis aijout \Vo(xl ami ilielutter's 
offer to get tiio paper. To Mr. Hal- 
stcad's qu'.'stion as to where Wood had 

f;ot the imper, Governor Foraker replied: 
'It came nght out of John MoCsan's 
■afe." 

"How was this," asked the witness, 
and he was told that Wood was a party 
to the baUot-boz tranaaotion and had a 
right to the paper. The goremor told 
the witness that the paper allocked him, 
•nd that it was much more than he 
wanted. While OoTemor Foraker went 
forward in the train, the witness studied 
the paper. He thought that there were 
reasons wliy a person should attach some 
credit totlie paper. In the first place, its 
execution, surmising tiial it was not 
genuiiif, was beymul tlie capacity of a 
man like XS'ooil: aufl secondly, tlie signa> 
tares w.< rc cither genuiae or the work of 
an artist. It was OM wolk of « lawyer 
and an artisi. 

The witness said he told (iovernor 
Foraker that iu liis judgment it certainly 
connected ('unipbeil \n ith a (pieslionabie 
transaction, ami should not he concealed. 
He also siiid that he was exasperated at 
the idea tliat McifCinley, Butterworth 
and others were connected with the 
matter; that he thought he would ex> 
plode it under them, and that under 
whatever delusion others mittht have 
rigned this paper, Mr. CamplwU ottt- 
malty knew all about it, for he had in- 
trodnoed the bilL Besides he wee the 
only signer of the paper befare the peo- 

{)le for a public offioa, and his name, at 
east, should be publiihad hi oonnectton 
with the tninsHction. 

The ouly reason, Mr. Halstoad said, 
why he tlioughi at the time the paper 
shotild iioi L><> publiuhuti in full was be- 
cause tilt.' name ot S. S, Cox appe^ired 
on it, and on the day Guveruor Foraker 
gave him Uie pa]>er Mr. (.\'>x'b funeral 
had token i>Uco.

Mr. lluUttii id was recalled after recesa, 
and hm tixiiuiuatioa oocupied the bal- 
ance ot t!i>.> nvmiag.

Ii< itaid that Judge Hannan 
had called api.>a him one evening and re- 
quesied Jiiiu to show him tlie forgisd 
paper he had received from (ioveraor 
Foraker, as he thought lie had testimony 
that proved it a forgery. He told them 
that ne could not produce it that evea- 
lag, aa it waa kicked up in the Safe De- 
pont company'a building for Mda keep- 
ing, later on, ha aaid, that a young 
man named Davia came to his office anq 
told him in an excited manner that an 
the namea on the paper were forged, 
and tiiac he traced them all. with the ex- 
oaption of two, of which they had no 
oopiea, and theaa he filled In an best he 
oould. Thia. ha aaid, waa done at the 
tfOMt of Wood. Thia oo«viaoe4 Vm 
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that the pa|)er was forged, and he im- 
mediately started out to get at the bot- 
tom, and" on making inquiries waa told 
that Mr. Hadden was probably the only 
man who could throw any light on the 
subject. Hadden was found, but ho de- 
nied having any knowledge as to 
whether or not the paper was a forgery. 

Ha then told the committee how he 
retracted statements made in former 
publications and pronounced the paper 
a forgery. He then read a letter from 
Senafor Sherman, ursing him to expose 
(through his paper) all those who,, were 
connected with the forgery. Ha alao 
handed to the committee all the corre- 
spondence that had passed between Gov- 
ernor I oraker and himself in eonnection 
with the matter a letter addressed to 
li Ml liy < ien. ( irosveiior in oiuioction 
with imlilisliing the forgi'il letter. It was 
pjussed to meinhei-9 of the commit tee and 
read, after which (Jen. (irosxenor ob- 

i'ect«d to it l)eing put in the record. (Jov. 
"oraker, who also read tlio letter, insist- 
ed upon it going in the record. 

After more discussion it was decided 
to determine, in secret session . wiicther 
or not it should become a part of the 
record. When Gtovernor Foraker gave 
him the paper, he stated that lie told 
him that tie had made all the use of it 
he oould, and that he could have it He 
also cautioned him to be careful of what 
use he made of it. He denied having 
any information, director indirect, im- 
plteaAfaig McKinley, Butterworth, Sher- 
man or others, in the matter.

KAmAS City, Mo., Feb. 7.— R. A. 

Walton, who, it is alleged, rolibed the 
l'acili<' lv\|Mess company at 1 )alla8, Tex., 
of ,'<:!."i,owii, \v;is in this city on .Monday. 
Upon his arrival at the Union depot on 
the M., K. and T. at 5:80 p. m., he 
jumped into a carriage, and was driven 
to a dgar stiAw at the corner of Fifth 
and Delaware atraata, owned bj William 
Smith. 

Walton was farmerly in the employ of 
Wells, Fargo & Company, who run on 
the B. and M. from here to Denver. 
Smith was a meaaenger with tlie same 
company, which runs from here to Den- 
ver on the Santa Fe. Walton told 
Smith that he was in trouble and Mkad 
him to go to the Union depot with him. 
Smith could not leave his bosineaa at the 
time. They finally parted to meet at 
the Pacttic hotel at 8 o'clock that even- 
ing. 

After diniier Smith's wife came to his 
store, and together tliey went call- 
ing, his prc\iou8 engagement with 
Walton licing entin-ly forgotten. 
Wednt s lay morning he wont to the Pa- 
cific hotel. Walton was not there, n<}r 
had he Iti'en tiiere. Yesterday .Smith 
read ot the mhlKH-y in the newspapers 
and immediately communicated with 
Superintendent Johnaon, of tlia Paoiflo 
Express company. 

Informatiou ubtaiaed from the clerk 
of the Pacitic hotel elicits the fact that 
Walton was at the hotel Mouday night. 
He left under rather peculiar circum- 
stances. He did not amtle his bill at the 
desk; bnt gave the monevtothe cabman, 
who drove him from the hotel, suppoeed- 
ly to the station, and told liim to hand it 
to the clerk. To the clerk he aaid he waa 
going to St. Louia.

Hit adiieatlonnl Bill— The New Code of 

Bates Reported in the House— Other 

Dispatahas from Wa!<hlnKt<>n. 

WAaaiNOTON, Feb. 7.— The time of the 
senate yosterdav was principally taken 
up by .^Ir. hl.iir. in advoi ating the edu- 
cational hill. He did not conclude his 
remarks, which will be continued iMon- 
day. At tlie ct^oluaion of the morning 
businesa the aeiiate paased the bill ex> 
ten. ling for two years from its passage 
the time of beginning and linishing the 
bridge !ii ro-<^ the Mississippi river, at 
Burhugton, Iowa; also, the bill appro- 
priathig $75,000 for a pttbUo building at 
Lewiston. Me; also the house bill grant- 
ing the use of certain lands to the city 
of St. AuL'iisuni', Fla., for a public park. 

Some dispute arose over Mr. Harris' 
motion to adjourn over from Thursday 
till -Men l.iy. Mr. Blair insisting that he 
desired to speak to-day. I iianiniiais 
consent was asked for a proposition that 
Mr. Hluir he allowed to continue to-day, 
and that no other business be tran < acted, 
but Mr. lilair said that he wouM not be 
a party to an arrangement under which 
senators would be able to absent them- 
aelves from the chamber during the dis- 
cussion of the educational bill. [Laugh- 
ter.] Mr. Horria' motion was finally 
agreed to. 

The senate again took up the Okla- 
homa bill, ana ita reading waa con- 
cluded, oome formal amendmenta warn 
agreed to. 

Mr. Vest objected to the proriaion tm- 
der which persons of foreign Mrth, who 
had ih; ( Lired their intentiona to become 
citizens, v. 'jidd be permitted to vote at 

the lir^t eleetiou. 

After some discussion the section was 
amended, so as to recpiire pei-sons of for- 
eign birth ti) have declared their inten- 
tions twelve months prior to election. 

In answer to a ((uestion of .Mr. Ingalls, 
Mr. I'latt said thtj proposed new terri- 
tory comprised 2,lt(>U or 3,U()0 square 
mifes. Almost in the miniediate future, 
he said, other lands would be opened to 
settlement, and these would undoubted- 
ly be added to the territory. The terri- 
tory would eventoallj occupy an aiaa of 
30,000 or more square miles. 

Mr. Hale said that the aenata ahould 
not give a territorial totmot government 
to this 8,000 aquara miloa, umeaa it was 
clearly stated in the bill that it was in 
contemplation haraafter to add largely 
to the lands oovared by the bUl. 

At 2 o'clock the bill went over and the 
senate resumed oonsideration of tha edu- 
cational bill. 

( 'ontinniiighis remarks. Mr. Blairgave 
citations to prove that illiteracy was in- 
creasing in the Unit«>d Suites. The 
money necessary fur the execution of 
the bill siionld be apprupi iat< d. he said, 
whether tlicre was a surplus iu tlie treas- 
ury or a deiicit; because, unless the cliil- 
dreu are educated there would be neither 
a surplus tior a nation. Even now, he 
said, in the north, the common school 
system wa>i trembling in the balance; 
and he expressed the behef that before 
the younger senators had pos-sed away 
the common school system of the United 
States (which was the republie) would 
have received its death wound— if, 
indeed, it had not abaadv diad. 

Contraatlng tha •xpanditurea for naval 
purposca aad for aohool purpoaea, he 
aaidt "Bdoeata tha wodd and ttiara wiU 
he no need of a Mavy.* 

After speaking for two hours, Mr. 
Blair yielded the fioor, iatuudiug to con- 
clude hi« A^)e«cb on Menday.

HORRIFYING ACCIDENTS. 



Two Man Moot Oaath la a Maw Jorsey 
WlveMlU. 

Trenton, N. J., Feb. 7.— Two shock- 
ing accidents occurred yesterday at Roe- 
blhig's wire mill. Charles Cheatle was 
pierced through the body, and for an in- 
stant suspended in the air on a red-hot 
rod about three inohea la diameter. 
Cheatle, who ia bat 17 yaaia of age, waa 
what la known aa a "hooker npt'^^hi tha 
milt Aa tha iron leavea tha furnace he 
seizes it in a pair of tonga and guidaa it 
to a hole which redu^ the aiaa. 

As he attempted to aeize a piaoa of 
iron yesterday it br^ke near the tongs, 
and liefore he had time to again take 
hold the red hot and now wriggling rod 
entered his ri.;lit side, about the hip, and 
passing tlir iU -;h the lung, came out be- 
neath the left aimpit. As the icid p.issed 
through ( 'heat le's body the end caught 
on a piece (jf macliinery, and lor an in- 
stant the 1m ly was suspendeii in the air 
on the red iiot rod. Hia weight broke 
the iron, and Cheatle fell iu front of the 
furnace on his feet. 

At the same moment another long rod 
of red-hot iron was seen coming through 
tiie rollers from the furnace. Cheatle 
atill held the tongs when the iron left his 
body, and as ha aaw tha second piece 
leaving the funiaoe,liad sulBoiaBt pree- 
enoa of mind to ward it off, elaa thia too 
would have pierced his body. Medical 
attendance was atonoa prooiued, bat tha ^ 
case was hopeless. 

Mart Molesk^, a fine wire drawer, of 
the same mill, was piened in the 
Btoma<-h aljout midnight Tuesdav night. 
He is a new man, and did not under- 
stand how to arrangw his wire, which 
broke, the end entoring the pit of his 
stomach. The re<d runs very fast, and 
when the tine wire entered .Molesky he 
was hemmed in a corner, and U fore the 
reel could he st^^ipped about ten feet of it 
had curled up in the man's stomach. 

William Merston was killed in the 
same mill Tuesday by the bre^iking of 
an electric wire. The mill closed down 
for the day after Cheatle received hia 
death wound and the firm ordered a 
oorpe of six of Trenton's leading phy- 
aldaiia to ratteve the inen. bnt tha doo- 
tora declare that the injured man cannot 
recover.

•Iztjr Dead Bodlae Alroady Taken Oatb 
While Nearly Two Hundred Others Aro 
Beseoad Allva bat Badly Injared*

Other Furelgu NeWS. 

LoKDON, Feb. 7.— An explosion in a 

colliery at Ahersychan, ]\[iinmouthshire, 
occurred yesterday by which ^00 minen 
were imprisoned. Reaouing partiea baTt 
Bucceedecl in liringing 200 of the im- 
prisoned men to tha surface, some of 
whom were mora or leaa injured. 

Fifty bodies of those who perished 
have been taken from the mine and 
about fifty of tha mlaaia are atill aa* 
tombed. 

The owners of the mine aatimata tfie 

number of killed at 120. 

The exploration of the mine proceeda 
in the hu[)e that the other imprisoned 
men may be found and brought ont. 

The noise of the explosion was heard 
a mile away. The gearing oi the abaft 
was thrown high into the air amid a vol- 
ume of flame and a denst! column of 
smoke. The first party of rescuers tried 
to penetrate the old mine, but without 
auooeaal They aaw many dead bodiaa, 
but were unable to reach them. 

Ater the smoke abated the rescuers de- 
scended the shaft and were ahUj to enter 
a part of the works. A large number of 
those rescued were seriously burned, and 
some of them will die. 

The latest estimate of the dead is ISO. 
Sixty bodies have been recovered, all of 
which are mutilated bsyond recognition. 

The bodies taken out are so liorribly 
nnitilated that except in two or thraa 
caaea identification is impossible, recog* 
nition being rendered doubly doubtful 
by the fact that the men owing to the 
close and heated atmosphere of the 
mine, wore no clothing whatever except 
heavy boots to protect their feet fnwa 
the flinty bottom. 

It is ascrt.iined that tiM mine has 
been in a dangerous condition for some 
time past; not long ago an explosion oc- 
curred in an adjoining pit, by which 
five men were killed. Tha damaged pit 
was flootled and the water gradually 
forced the g!us into the pit. which was 
the scene of yesterday's disaster. Upon 
(Jlis information it is already suggested 
tliat the owners of the mine be proaaoa- 
tad for criminal negligence. 

The pit was regarided as a modal of 
good ventilatioe aod waa lighted witti 
naked lamps. 

The physicians in attendance pro- 
nounce half of the number of dead to 
have been killed by flra and conottsalMi 
and tlie other half by suffocation. Sev- 
eral of those rescued alive liave since 
died.
